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Tax Ass’n Requests 


Meeting Be Deferred 


Sends Letter to Selectmen 


Asking that Special Town 


Meeting Articles Be Postponed until Annual 
Meeting (in March) 


The date for the special town meeting pe- | 
titioned for at the beginning of the week has 
not yet been determined upon, and there is a 
possibility that it will never be called. Yester | 
day afternoon the Board of Selectmen re 
ceived a letter from the Directors of the | 
Andover ‘Taxpayers’ association requesting 
that consideration of the various articles sub- | 
mitted be postponed until the annual town | 


meeting. The special meeting cannot possibly 
be called now until Friday, January 20, at} 
the earliest, since the law requires that the 
arrant advertised at least one week | 
prior to the meeting. | 
It is entirely within the selectmen’s 
power to grant or refuse a request for a 
special town meeting, even if 100 persons do 
petition for it. The petitioners, in case the 
request is refused, have redress to a justice of 
the peace, who can call the meeting if he 
feels the selectmen acted without sufficient 
reason. The selectmen have taken no action, 
however, on the taxpayers’ request, and it 
cannot be said just what will be done | 

The petitions were presented last Tuesday 
by William Rennie and Joseph Chambers, 
who with the others listed below, desire to | 
have the town and the state reconsider the 
decision made last April in the proposed state | 
school matter. Both Rennie and Chambers 
have property which would have been bought | 
by the state if the plan for the school for the 
feeble-minded had gone through. Many of the 
other petitioners also have similar property. 

In addition to these petitions a few other 
requests were made, These required only ten 
signatures, since the hundred for the state 
school matter were all that was necessary for 
the calling of the meeting. Petitions were pre- 
sented asking appropriations of $12,000 for 
building gravel roads and asking the town’s 
approval of Sunday movies. William A. 
G. Kidd, twice responsible last year for 
fruitless town meetings, presented these | 
petitions. Mr, Kidd was also a signer of the 
state school petition, although last year he | 
signed the petition opposed to the establish- 
ment of the school here. It is understood that 
the Emergency Committee had already 
laid plans for work on these gravel roads. 
State School Agitation 


The state school matter seemed to have 
ended last spring when Andover overwhelm- 
ingly defeated the proposition, The State 
Department of Mental Diseases headed by 
Dr. George M. Cline, who died yesterday, 
had taken out options the preceding year on 
land in West Andover, but at the annual} 
town meeting the town was opposed to the 
proposal. Mr. Chambers spoke for it then 
and also in the special town meeting of last 
September. Petitions were circulated against 
the school in March, and as a result Governor 
Ely did not approve the plan. The state 
failed to renew the options.

Tomorrow a grimly silent cortege will 
make it way from Northampton to Ply 
mouth, Vermont, where the body of Calvin 
Coolidge will be laid away near the homely 
little spot which saw him a few years ago 
take over the duties of the Presidency. 
Andover, like the rest of the world, was 
shocked to hear of his sudden death, and 
even now after a day has passed, it is still 
hard to believe that he has gone. 

Andover well remembers the late ex- 
president. Before he took over the oflice of 
Chief Executive, he had been here several 
times in his campaigns for state office, The 
most memorable visit, however, was in 
May, 1928, when, as President, he came to 
deliver the principal address at the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of Phillips 
academy, Many still remember the plain, yet 
effective ending of that address: ‘‘We may be 
certain that our country is altogether 
worthy of us, It will be necessary to demon 
state that we are worthy. of our country.” |

idge did 

The Townsman on May 25, 1928, con-| 
tained the following account of the Presi 
dent's arrival in Andover. 

“All Andover was astir at an early hour on 
Saturday and alert to greet the President on | 
his arrival. Nor were the eager thousands | 
kept long in suspense, for the special train | 
bearing the presidential party rolled into the | 
local station promptly at nine o'clock, even 
ten minutes before it was expected, The 
Boulders opposite the station were covered

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Up from the Dead 


Last March the town of Andover in 
town meeting assembled spent over an 
hour discussing the state’s plan of locat- 
ing a school for the feeble-minded here 
Che meeting was very nearly unanimous 
in its final vote of opposition to the pro- 
posal, and as a result a committee of 
citizens travelled to the State House to 
tell the Governor and the Department 
of Mental Diseases Andover's feelings 
on this matter. Now, however, a group 
of men whose land would have been 
bought by the State for the school are 
asking the town of Andover to approve 
the reconsideration of this plan by the 
Commonwealth, Further they ask that 
a committee be elected to request the 
State authorities to reconsider the pro- 
ject. Their dream amounts to suggest- 
ing to the state that the overwhelming 
opinion of the town against the school 
last spring was ill-considered and that 
all those who petitioned against it were 
unaware of what they were doing 

There seems something very unusual 
about this whole matter. Ordinarily 
those who are for a certain project 
voice their approval when the oppon- 
ents are acting against it, and not eight 
months later. That is, if they really feel 
that they have a case at all, the average 
run of people express themselves before 
the officials in charge act on the matter 
But now after almost a year has elapsed 
since the Department of Mental Dis 
cases announced “that the site in Ando 


ver recommended for a new school for 
the feeble-minded will not receive ap- 
proval because of the objections ol 


many,

expressed to His Excellency, 
Ely,’ a comparatively small 
number of citizens are up in arms about 
it 

The time to have acted was last} 
April, not now. Furthermore, why wait 
until January and then boost the tax 
rate by calling a special town meeting? 
If these supposed public-spirited citi- 
zens were sleeping from April until 
January, why couldn’t they hibernate a 
little longer? Why couldn’t they have 
waited until the annual town meeting? 
Possibly there is a good basis for the 
belief that some of the petitioners 
thought this was an opportune moment 
to slip something over on the town, 

Andover is tired of special town meet- 
ings. In the past they have been called 
by people who came out second best in 
the annual meeting, by people who for 
some reason fail to realize that the town 
does not cherish along with them any 
pet project which they may have. The 
same is the case this time, and in addi- 
tion it can also be said that the meeting 
is being called by people who know that 
they will come out second best in the 
coming annual meeting. Possibly there 
will be an attempt to pack'the town hall 
by these agitators, but despite the fact 
that there are probably not enough in 
favor of the school to fill the first few 
rows in the town hall, the rest of Ando- 
ver will be sufficiently alive to its civic 
duties to be on hand and go on record 
once again as being against the proposal 

he town has gone over all the argu- 
ments before. Nothing new in the way 
of reasoning has been advanced. It is 
claimed that it will bring business to the 
town, but anyone who has analyzed the 
problem knows that Lowell or Lawrence | 
would receive the little business that} 
would be brought to this locality by the} 
school. As the case with the other 
state institulions the school supplies, 
food, etc., would be handled through the 
central purchasing agency, and Andover 
firms cannot bid low enough to meet the 
ruinous competition of those who usual-| 
ly receive the state contracts.

Some of the petitioners, it is true, 
really believe that the town would 
benefit by having the school here. They 
have a right to express their opinion, 
but not in such a way that it will cost 
the town money to have those opinions 
expressed. They should have waited for 
the annual town meeting, but of course 
they were led into this by people who 
behind a cloak of supposed altruistic

I do not speak for the Finance Committee 
nor as a member of it, but as an individual 
citizen and taxpayer. I would like to correct, 
if possible, a wrong impression left by your 
editorial on the cost of school supplies. I 
challenged and do challenge the cost of | 
school books and school supplies when I am 
faced repeatedly with the statement “same 
or “same as last year.” We have 
been passing for some time through a period | 
of deflated costs and most books with which | 


| | am concerned are priced at least 40 percent 
| less than I was accustomed to pay for them 


| during the period of inflation. Why should 
| school books escape? Are they untouchable? 
Is there a monoply? If the taxpayer is being 
held up it seems to me to be time he knew it. 
| I do not care to be understood as against 
| education. I want the best that can be se 
| cured for my children and that also means the 
children of every other parent. My ideas of 
| the best education that can be secured finds 
| equipment of minor importance. I personally 
am more concerned about teachers and would 
} rather have for my children good teachers 
than many costly books and elaborate build- 
| ings. 

| personally have forgotten about many of 
the books used in my early school days and 
the buildings are hazy in my memory but my 
| good teachers are as fresh in my memory as 
lif I sat at their feet yesterday. I regard the 
teaching profession as one of the noblest and 
most idealistic of professions, and in these 
|abnormal times when we are apt to go to 
excesses we should guard and protect our 
teachers. I do not think because they have 
steady employment that they should be 
| looked upon as a criminal class nor do I think 
they should be singled out for wage or salary 
| cuts, Let us not abuse or misuse our teachers 
for Andover has always had the best that 
could be secured and they are the best con 
tribution we make to the lives of many of our 
| children 
| ‘This must however be reme mbered that if 
| we are ever going to work out of our present 
difficulty, teacher, parents, and taxpayer 
must work in cooperation . 

As to the wage and salary question, we 
have been through a period of inflated wages 
and salaries and are now face to face with a 
period of detlation, We do not concern our 
selves with the reason why, we are in it, but 
it seems to me we shall never work our way 
through to the normal until we are all willing 
to abide by deflated values 

It is my belief that when an economic law 
is seriously shaken or disturbed that it must 
and will eventually right itself, We can op 
pose it and retard its comeback or we can 
encourage it and hasten its reaching an 
| equilibrium I am not in sympathy with em,

The Addison Gallery of American Art is 
now showing two new exhibits, both of them 
interesting in a unique way. An exhibition of 
oils entitled “Art in Relation to Sports” is 
certain to attract attention, while the water 
color paintings by Cleveland artists prove 
exceptionally good. 

The Sports exhibit happily included a 
great canvas by the late Philip L. Hale, 
“Minute’s Rest,” an incident in a prize fight 
splendidly set forth. Philip L. Hale, it will 
be remembered, was the son of the late 
Edward Everett Hale, who wrote “A Man 
Without a Country,” and was, for many 
years, an instructor in the Boston School of 
Art—a distinguished painter and writer 
Here also will be found James Chapin’s 
painting of “A Prize Fighter and His Mana 
ger,” a marvelous piece of realistic painting, 
comparable to his “Negro Boxer,” though 
smaller in dimensions, the heads only being 
shown. Also his ‘Batter Up,” a baseball 
game, full of action, broadly painted, is 
included, 

Portraits of athletes were eligible for this 
exhibition, and included herein were, and 
are, “The Swimmer,” by Eben I°, Comins, of 
Washington and Gloucester, a portrait study 
of a young man in swimming suit, showing 
fine physical development; strong features 
rendered in a rather modernistic mode, with 
an interesting arrangement of light. Mr. 
Comins is well-known for his portraits, among 
which, lately completed, is one of Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, formerly of the 
Supreme Court, and son of the poet and 
author 

Of striking interest is the portrait of “The 
Cherokee Athlete,” a distinguished Indian 
runner, by Kathryn W. Leighton, of Los 
Angeles. Mrs. Leighton has made a specialty 
of portraits of Indians, and has exhibited in 
London and Paris, as well as in this country. 
This particular runner is 4 full-blooded 
Indian of magnificent physique, a graduate 


Carter has an opposite viewpoint; he uses 
stylized detail to clarify the reality of his 
subject. 

William J. Eastman, like his colleagues, 
maintains an individuality in whatever he 
attempts to paint. Still-life as well as land 
scape subjects afford equal scope for his 
powers. Norman R, Eppink, in his water 
color of Chagrin Valley has used a series of 
pattern forms in greens and browns which, 
though decorative, give a feeling of natural 
beauty. A. H. Goodman’s contribution is a 
pictorial quality whic h makes an interesting 
complement to the group. Jack J. Greitzer, 
one of the youngest painters, has an unusual 
sense of composition. By employing rather 
unrelated pattern forms and odd combina- 
tions of color, and by greatly stylizing his 
whole theme, he achieves a clear result 
individual and refreshing. In Henry G 
Keller’s ‘Coming Storm” and “Taos Can 
yon” the height of water color accomplish 
ment is reached, With unassuming direct 
ness, Mr. Keller presents a composition that 
is well thought out, that contains highly 
original ideas, and that is painted with a sure 
comprehension of what should be eliminated, 
Especially in the water color “Coming 
Storm” does he succeed in characterizing his 
subject, for Keller is, above all, a painter of 
animals. Grace V. Kelly gives a convincing 
rendition of her favorite country, Ireland, a 
pleasing, almost melodious recollection of it. 
Joseph Jicha uses his well-grounded knowl- 
» of the medium skillfully Clara Me-

of the University of Oklahoma, and a leader 
among his people—one who is endeavoring 
to keep alive typical Indian costumes, and 
encouraging the development along racial 
lines of Indian Art. 

Yachting, as a sport, is well represented in 
this exhibition by Hayley Lever’s charming 
painting of the “Clam Chowder Race, at the 
Line.” This race takes place annually in 
Marblehead, held at the end of the yachting 
season. The smaller yachts start first, as may 
be noted in the distance, the largest yacht 
last. The last yachts, which are practically 
portraits, ‘New York Forty,” “ Bar Harbor 
Thirty,” “R. Class,” ‘“ Commodore’s Yacht 
and so on; and at the back of these yachts is 
the Corinthian Yacht club, Hayley Lever is 
an Australian by birth, but has become a 
citizen of this country. His works are in the 
permanent collections of many of the leading 
museums. This picture, in its color, freshness 
and decorative design, is particularly pleas 
ing. 

Another attractive yachting picture is 
“The First Mark,” by Gerald Foster, one of 
the younger group of artists. This painting 
was first exhibited in the Macbeth Gallery, 
New York, and has received high commenda- 
tion from critics. 

The sport of horse racing is illustrated by 
Guy Pene du Bois’ painting, entitled “Ap 
proaching Storm, Racetrac k,” a vivid render- 
ing showing a group of people rapidly dis 
persing as a black cloud, from which torrents 
of rain are pouring, crosses the trac k. Du 
Bois has made a specialty of such paintings 
as this, illustrating phases of contemporary 
American life not always gratifying to our 
national pride. 

“Gallant Fox,” by Jay Maddox, is, as 
everyone will recognize, a portrait of a famous 
race horse, one that has accumulated honors 
both for himself and his owner. A souvenir 
of the race track, and a most unusual one, is 
“Saddle Post” by Arnold Wiltz; a saddle, 
hat and other equipment appearing prom- 
inently in the foreground, while in the middle 
distance is seen a horse, scratching his nose 
with his left hind hoof, and the layout of a 
race course. In this picture are combined 
stark realism with modern abstractism and 
interpretive design, Probably no picture in 
the American Section in Los Angeles at- 
tracted more attention than this picture of 
Arnold Wiltz. 

Also in somewhat modern mode, is Arnold 
Friedman’s “Polo”; essentially traditional, 
but very spirited, is Howard E, Smith’s 


nature, Though his subjects are taken from 
his surroundings they interpret his ideas with 


vigorous color quality. He uses contrasting 
brilliance of color in sweeping washes, render- 
ing his ideas with great breadth, Glenn 
Moore Shaw adheres to a straightforward use 
of the medium of water color. With Lloyd 
Westbrook, it is not only a restrained use of 
washes which gives his work distinction but 
it is his ability to present a subject with 
graphic force.

Dramatize Sermon 
on Unknown Soldier 


A large attendance witnessed the drama 
tization of John Haynes Holmes’ sermon 
“The Unknown Soldier Speaks” in the 
Methodist church on Sunday evening. This 
dramatization of the sermon was arranged by 
Rev. Everett R. Barrows, pastor of the local 
Methodist church. ‘The first scene is in the 
hotel room of John Haynes Holmes who when 
reading fell asleep and dreamed that he was 
carried to the tomb of the Unknown Soldier 


in the Arlington Cemetery, at Washington, | 


D. C., at night. The second scene finds him 
there at the tomb wondering who the soldier 
might be and if his spirit ever goes back to 
Flanders field where he last saw the light of 
day. The spirit of the soldier appears to him 
and Mr. Holmes and the soldier have a con- 
versation. During their talk the soldier 
tells about how he happened to go to war and 
about his experiences, giving a very vivid 
insight into the horrors of modern warfare, 
by saying that he cannot find any rest in the 
cemetery because the thing that killed him 
and his buddies, the English unknown soldier 
and his buddies, the German unknown soldier 
and his buddies is still alive in the world. It 
is religion to some men and in spite of the 
millions who gave their lives during the last 
war for no reason at all. We still have huge 
armies and navies and the nations are still 
suspicious of each other and men have super- 
stition in their hearts that war is inevitable 
and children are brought to his grave and 
made to see that war is a glorious thing, and 
ambassadors and other great men from all 
over the world visit his grave and they are 


told how wonderful it is for men to die for} 


their country. The Unknown Soldier con- 
tinues by saying it is all a lie, war is a business 


of killing men, men that have no grudge | 


against each other. It is the sacrificing of 
men, strong men, and young men, the best 
that we have. In concluding the Unknown 
Soldier speaks of other graves in the world 
that are more sacred than his own. Graves of 
men who died because they chose to die and 


not for their country but for humanity, and | 
spoke about the graves of men who were great } 


lovers of peace such as Tolstoi of Russia, 
Jaure of France, Liebrich of Germany, Morel 
of England and Gene Debs of America. And 


then the grave of the one who said “Love | 


your enemies and bless them that curse you;”’ 
and the grave of Christ has been lost but can 
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be found in the hearts of men. These graves 
are sacred and these men are heroes and we 
should worship at their shrine in order that 
we may find a great and lasting peace, The 
third scene was the same as the first Mr 
Holmes awakes from his sleep and realizes 
that his visit with the Unknown Soldier wags 
but a dream and remembers that he had been
